Landon: Apr. 14. 

A dispute after the last war over the question |: 
of: non-payment of Colonial allowances to certain 
Admiralty Dockyard workers captured by the 
Japanese while serving in the Hongkong Dockyard 
Defence Force, was the subject of a short adjourn- 
ment debate in the House of Commons, just before 
the Easter recess. . 

Mr A. H. Albu (Labour), who raised’ the mat- 
ter, said he had been asked to do so by the Amal- 
gamated Engineering. Union. 


He explained that these 
alychomoshasademp}o 
when serving  cbroad, received. 
in addition to thelr normal 
civil - pay, (a . supplementary 
allowance paid ‘in-local cure 
reney to comntnsate them for 
extra cost of ‘ving, When - in 
1940 the men in question joln- 
td the Dockyard Defence Corps, 
they were assured that they 
would continue to receive 
ordinary rates of pay and 

colonial allowances. 

, When, after the.avar, those 
who survived dhe hardships of 
Japanese internment returned 
1o -~England~~and ~applied - for- 
arrears of ‘vages } and colenial 
allowances, the payment of the 
allowances Was disnllowed. 

Mr Albu said the argument 
was that the Admiralty were 
unaware ‘of the conditions 
existing in the area at the time 
and did not anticipate that the 
Colony would be captured. 

But in onswer to ao query a 
few-days before the surrender -of 
the Colony ta the Japanese, the 
Admiralty had sent a signal 
confirming that pay and. allow- 
ances would be paid by the, 
Government to men who joined’ 
the Defence Corps. 

BLAMES ADMIRALTY 

Mr Albu maintained that the 
Admiralty must have known the 
critical position oZ,the Colony at 
the time and should have taken 
into account the possibility that 
the men might be captured. 

Negotiations over the matter 
ended in 1048 In the Admiralty 
agreeing to pay the allowances 
from the date they joined: until 
the date af their Internment. by 
the Japanese. . 

Mr W. J. Edwards (Labour), 
Civil Lord.to the Admiralty in 
the Labour Government, said he 
accepted responsidillty for the 
decision which was taken in this 
matter. -

Mass Meeting In 


Belgrade 


_ Belgrade, Apr. 14. 
The Yugoslay Péople’s 
Front, the trade ‘unions and 
other mass organisations to- 
day rallied many thousands 
of_people_to’a meeting in 


protest against the London 
conference on Trieste. 


The crowds were the largest 
yet seen in-any of the Trieste 
demonstrations, which have be- 
come almost a matter of routine 
in Yugoslavin during the — past 
two weeks. 


Notice of the demonstration 
was given to Belgrade citizens 
through handbills and house to 
house ‘canvas, and demonstra 
tors were also brought In 
lorries {rom other districts. 


At the end of the meeting, 
Government speakers read out 
a resolution, Jater accepted by 
acclamation, protesting against 
the London’ conference. 

The resolution, to be sent to 
the London confercnee, sald 
Yugoslavs had fought against 
the Italian fascists, and added 
“We are ready to do so again.” 

It_urged Britain, France and 
the United States to reject the 
blackmailing demands of the 
Italian Government. 


SHOUT’ SLOGANS
